Volunteers  plug  holes 
in  Provo  flood  defense

Hundreds  of  volunteers  and  more 
than  25,000  sandbags  assisted  the 
emergency  efforts  of  Provo  City  per¬ 
sonnel  and  helped  avert  a  flood  at  a 
debris  basin  at  the  mouth  of  Rock  Ca¬ 
nyon. 

The  sandbags  now  line  Temple 
View  Drive  next  to  the  Provo  Temple 
and  are  channeling  water  into  a  storm 
drain  in  front  of  the  Missionary  Train¬ 
ing  Center,  on  1650  North. 


Leland  Gamette,  executive  assis¬ 
tant  to  the  mayor,  said  800  volunteers 
filled  19,000  of  those  sandbags  in  a 
day-long  effort  Sunday  that  helped 
create  the  diversion  channel. 

Terry  Herbert,  irrigation  storm- 
drain  manager,  said  the  basin  began 
rising  faster  than  it  could  be  emptied. 
City  crews,  monitoring  the  water 
level  at  the  Rock  Canyon  debris 
basin,  noticed  the  water  had  risen  9 
feet  between  Tuesday  and  Thursday, 
leaving  the  water  level  only  5  feet

Dam  construction  crews 
to  build  the  dam  an  addi- 
feet  higher  to  offset  record 
this  weekend. 
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Officials  fear  the  additional  water 
would  break  through  the  dikes,  which 
are  already  filled  to  capacity, 
McQuivey  said. 

Water  behind  the  dam  had  risen  to 
the  193-foot  level  by  Monday  and  was 
rising  1.5  feet  a  day. 

The  upper  end  of  the  water  diver¬ 
sion  tunnel  is  now  Under  water, 
'McQuivey  said. 

Water  has  been  flowing  through 
the  diversion  tunnel  at  1,830  cubic 
feet  per  second,  which  is  equivalent  to 
more  than  800,000  gallons  a  minute. 

The  water  level  continues  to  rise 
because  the  water  flow  to  the  dam  is 
more  than  2,000  cubic  feet  per  second, 
McQuivey  said. 

He  said  he  expects  the  water  level 
to  stay  the  same  for  the  next  few  days 
and  then  recede.

BYU  joined  with  the  nation  Mon¬ 
day  in  commemorating  those  who 
died  in  war. 

More  than  40  Utah  Vietnamese  re¬ 
fugees  and  a  dozen  American  citizens 
gathered  for  a  Memorial  Day  service 
in  the  ELWC  Memorial  Lounge,  ex¬ 
pressing  appreciation  to  Americans 
who  died  attempting  to  preserve  the 
freedom  of  South  Vietnam. 

The  ceremony  featured  a  presenta¬ 
tion  of  the  colors  of  the  United  States 
and  South  Vietnam,  as  well  as  a 
prayer  and  speeches  honoring  those 
who  died  in  service. 

Some  of  the  Vietnamese  refugees 
who  participated  in  the  ceremony 
traveled  from  Logan  and  Salt  Lake 
City. 

During  winter  semester,  two  pla¬ 
ques  were  added  to  the  south  wall  of 
the  Memorial  Lounge  listing  the 
names  of  the  BYU  students  who  died 
in  the  Vietnam  and  Korean  wars.  The' 
plaques,  which  add  to  the  list  of 
names  of  war  dead  from  World  Wars  I 
and  II,  will  be  dedicated  in  November 
on  Veterans  Day,  according  to  Lt. 
Col.  Tom  Kallunki,  director  of  the 
ROTC  at  BYU. 

“The  families  of  these  men  depicted 
here  are  not  happy  that  war  came,” 
Kallunki  said  in  his  speech,  “but  they 
are  happy  because  of  the  principle  in¬ 
volved.” 

Kallunki  also  recounted  the  story  of 


the  birth  of  Memorial  Day.  After  the 
Civil  War,  American  citizens  went  to 
the  graves  of  their  deceased — includ¬ 
ing  the  enemies’  graves  —  and  left 
flowers,  beginning  the  practice  that 
continues  today. 

The  need  for  Monday’s  memorial 
service  is  a  testimony  of  the  cruelty  of 
the  communist  governments’  regime 
in  South  Vietnam,  said  Mau  Huymh, 
president  of  the  Vietnamese  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Utah,  during  the  service.  “To¬ 
day  we  thank  you  for  those  who  died.  ” 

Throughout  the  nation,  groups 
gathered  for  memorial  ceremonies, 
marches  and  a  21-gun  salute  to  honor 
their  war  dead. 

At  Arlington  National  Cemetery, 
thousands  observed  the  traditional 
wreath-laying  ceremony  at  the  Tomb 
of  the  Unknown  Soldier,  and  a  new 
tomb  was  dedicated  to  the  58,000  men 
who  died  in  the  Vietnam  War,  accord¬ 
ing  to  an  Associated  Press  article. 
However,  that  crypt  lies  empty,  be¬ 
cause  there  are  no  unidentified 
casualties  from  that  conflict. 

A  21-gun  salute  boomed  over  Bos¬ 
ton  Harbor  at  noon  as  Old  Ironsides, 
the  USS  Constitution,  sent  a  20- 
minute  barrage  from  its  long  gun. 

In  Salt  Lake  City  the  traditional 
Memorial  Day  ceremony  in  Memory 
Grove  was  canceled  because  the 
grove  was  flooded,  but  Utah  resi¬ 
dents  still  took  time  out  from  sand¬ 
bagging  to  hold  other  observances. 


below  the  spillway  on  Thursday. 

Late  Sunday  afternoon,  the  water 
level  was  less  than  a  foot  below  the 
spillway. 

By  8  a.m.  Sunday,  Provo  City  flood 
officials  had  decided  ,  to  relieve  the 
basin  by  digging  a  435-foot  trench  and 
installing  a  72-foot  relief  pipe. 

By  10  p.m.  Sunday,  the  trench  was 
finished  and  sandbags  were  in  place 
and  ready  for  the  water. 

Herbert  said  water  was  pumped 
from  the  basin  to  begin  the  gravity 
flow.  On  Monday  ,  a  screen  was  instal¬ 
led  to  catch  debris  going  through  the 
trench  and  a  head-gate  was  installed 
to  help  control  the  flow  without  clog¬ 
ging  the  pump. 

Frank  Rewis,  street  maintenance 
supervisor,  said  the  catch  basin  above 
the  spillway  had  been  expanded,  un¬ 
intentionally,  in  the  last  few  months 
to  build  dikes  along  the  Provo  River. 
Without  this  expansion,  he  said,  the 
danger  of  flooding  would  have  been 
greater. 

In  addition  to  city  employees  who 
have  been  on  24-hour  call,  Gamette 
said,  many  churches  have  offered 
volunteer  services.  A  volunteer- 
services  system  has  been  created  to 


mobilize  help  quickly.  By  making  one 
phone  call,  Gamette  said,  he  can  begin 
a  chain  reaction  of  calls  that  can 
gather  at  least  300  volunteers. 

The  Red  Cross  and  fast-food  res¬ 
taurants  in  the  area  have  been  offer¬ 
ing  refreshments  to  the  volunteers. 

“If  it  hadn’t  been  for  the  volun¬ 
teers,  we  wouldn’t  have  been  able  to 
do  it,”  Rewis  said.  “We  just  didn’t 
have  the  manpower.” 

Swen  Nielsen,  Provo  Police  chief 
and  flood  control  coordinator,  said  the 
relief  pipeline  was  absolutely  essen¬ 
tial.  He  said  he  was  “optimistic  this 
counter-measure  would  have  the 
hoped-for  effect.” 

Herbert  said  they  hope  the  basin 
■will  be  stabilized  in  three  to  10  days. 

Gamette  said  people  interested  in 
volunteering  can  come  to  the  sand  pile 
at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Provo 
Temple. 

Although  it  was  rumored  that  cool¬ 
er  temperatures  were  on  the  way  to 
help  the  flood-control  effort,  Bob 
Cox,  weather  specialist  for  the 
National  Weather  Service,  said  Tues¬ 
day’s  temperatures  will  remain  in  the 
80s,  with  a  30-percent  chance  of  thun¬ 
dershowers.

A  new  day  for  Provo 


Excelsior  symbolizes  change

Rising  nine  stories  above  Provo’s 
downtown  business  district,  the  Ex¬ 
celsior  Hotel,  owned  by  the  worl¬ 
dwide  Trust  House  Forte  hotel  chain, 
is  perhaps  the  most  visible  symbol  of  a 
new  chapter  in  Provo’s  history  —  the 
“renaissance”  period. 

An  international  hotel  chain  with  a 
stable  of  renowned  establishments, 
including  The  Ritz  in  Madrid  and 
Grosvenor  House  in  London,  Trust 
House  Forte  has  invested  more  than 
$16  million  for  a  new  hotel  in  Provo. 
Such  a  move  has  left  some  local  people 
scratching  their  heads,  said  John  N. 
Mavros,  the  Excelsior’s  general  man- 

Pleasant  reactions 

“Local  reactions  are  really  a  plea¬ 
sure,”  said  Mavros,  who  hasmanaged 
hotels  in  the  United  States,  Europe 
and  Indonesia. 

Nevin  Limburg,  executive  vice 
president  of  Provo’s  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  echoed  Mavros’  impress¬ 
ions.  “We’re  growing  up,”  Limburg 
said. 

“You  look  around  you  at  all  the  fine 
features  of  the  town  and  the  popula¬ 
tion  to  go  with  it  and  all  the  reasons 
people  would  want  to  visit  and  stay 
here,  and  it  shouldn’t  surprise  anyone 
why  we  have  a  hotel  here,”  Linburg 
said. 

Why  Provo? 

To  the  inevitable  “Why  Provo?” 
question,  Mavros  explained  that  the 
Provo-Orem  area  has  a  large  popula¬ 
tion  base  of  about  235,000  residents. 
Holiday  and  sporting  recreation  are 
nearby,  and  Salt  Lake  City  has  only 
7,000  available  rooms,  he  said. 

Detailed  feasibility  studies  before 
construction  confirmed  the  project’s 


viability.  Cooperation  from  Provo 
City  government  and  the  sizable  in¬ 
vestment  of  two  local  entrepreneurs 
sweetened  the  prospects.  “We  have 
18,000  guest  nights  booked  on  a  group 
basis  already,  and  we  expect  to  book 
100,000  within  the  next  12  months,” 
he  said. 

Operating  on  a  limited  basis  since 
May  16,  the  hotel  will  have  its  official 
opening  Wednesday  at  noon.  There 
will  be  a  ribbon  cutting,  along  with 
speeches  by  state  and  local  officials 
and  $10,000  in  prizes  to  be  donated  by 
the  hotel  and  local  merchants,  said 
Mavros. 

The  hotel  is  giving  away  25  over¬ 
night  stays  as  part  of  its  four-day 
opening  extravaganza  this  week.  The 
main  prize  is  a  “perfect  weekend,” 


which  includes  dinner  at  the  hotel,  an 
overnight  stay  in  the  sumptuous  pres¬ 
idential  suite  and  breakfast  in  bed  the 
next  morning. 

The  “perfect  weekend”  winners, 
who  would  otherwise  pay  $400  for  one 
night  in  the  presidential  lodgings,  will 
find  a  modern  but  elegant  main  living 
area  flanked  by  two  large  bedrooms. 

While  the  hotel’s  exterior  is  unre¬ 
markable,  particularly  for  a  “world- 
class”  hotel,  the  focus  of  the  Excel¬ 
sior’s  design  efforts  seems  to  be  on 
inner  space. 

Business  pleased 

Provo  business  people  are  general¬ 
ly  pleased  with  the  hotel  and  its  pros¬ 
pects  for  promoting  growth  in  the 
city.  Reed  Argyle,  assistant  manager 
of  the  First  Security  Bank’s  down¬ 


town  branch,  said  the  hotel  will  be¬ 
nefit  surrounding  businesses.  “It 
brings  more  employment  into  the 
area  and  a  parking  plaza  that  is 
needed  here,”  he  said. 

Aware  of  the  need  for  more  and 
varied  hotel  accommodations,  Dr. 
Frank  Santiago,  assistant  dean  of  the 
Department  of  Continuing  Education 
at  BYU,  said,  “The  addition  of  the 
Excelsior  Hotel  adds  to  the  already 
excellent  facilities  that  started  some 
years  ago  with  other  area  motels.  But 
this  gives  us  a  major  hotel  as  well. 

“They  complement  each  other,”  he 
continued.  “It  gives  us  greater 
breadth  —  whether  people  want  a 
motel  experience  or  a  hotel  experi¬ 
ence.  We  feel  it’s  a  great  addition  to 
Provo.” 


Provo's  old  ' town  square ' 
becoming  shopping  center

The  second  phase  Two  of  a  con¬ 
struction  project  to  restore  and  reno¬ 
vate  several  historic  downtown  Provo 
buildings  into  a  shopping  mall  is  well 
underway,  according  to  a  spokesman 
for  the  local  development  company 
undertaking  the  project. 

The  company,  Provo  Town  Square 
Associates,  is  remodeling  three  build¬ 
ings  on  University  Avenue  between 
Center  Street  and  100  North,  said 
Provo  Town  Square  managing  part¬ 
ner  Craig  M.  Call. 

When  the  current  phase  of  con¬ 
struction  is  completed  in  September, 
the  three  buildings  will  have  retail 
and  office  space  to  accomodate  30  to 
40  shops  and  professional  offices,  Call 


Current  construction  is  just  part  of 
a  four-phase  project  to  restore  and 
renovate  the  town  square  area  in 
downtown  Provo.  The  downtown  res¬ 
toration  project  is  a  dream  come  true 
for  Call,  a  Provo  property  developer 
with  an  interest  in  local  history. 

Call  said  he  began  the  restoration 
project  because  he  likes  the 
architecture  of  the  old  buildings. 
“This  is  a  chance  to  preserve  history,” 
he  said. 

Provo  Town  Square  Associates 
owsns  seven  buildings  and  controls 
through  leases  four  others  on  Center 
Street  and  University  Avenue  in 
downtown  Provo,  said  company  leas¬ 
ing  agent  Kevin  Mortensen.  The 
buildings  were  originally  constructed 
between  1884  and  1913. 

The  company  plans  to  restore  the 


original  storefront  facades  while  re¬ 
modeling  the  interiors  to  provide  re¬ 
tail  and  office  space,  Mortensen  said. 

When  the  project  is  complete,  the 
renovated  buildings  will  be  similar  to 
the  Trolley  Square  shopping  center  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  he  said. 

The  first  phase  of  the  four-phase 
project  was  completed  with  the 
March  1  opening  of  the  restored 
Knight  Block  at  One  East  Center. 
The  Knight  Block  now  houses  more 
than  20  businesses  and  offices  on  four 
floors. 

Phase  three  of  the  project  will  res¬ 
tore  the  Union  Block  and  the 
Vincent&Bailey  Building  at  22  and  36 
West  Center,  Call  said.  Completion  of 
the  third  phase  is  scheduled  for  De¬ 
cember.

When  the  third  phase  is  complete,  the  restored 
buildings  on  the  northwest  corner  of  University 
Avenue  and  Center  Street  will  be  connected  by  a 
series  of  hallways,  allowing  shoppers  to  move  from 
building  to  building,  Mortensen  said. 

Stairways  will  provide  access  to  shops  and  ser¬ 
vices  on  the  basement  floor  of  the  complex  and  to 
the  professional  offices  and  artists’  studios  on  the 
second  floor. 

The  mall  will  open  onto  a  plaza  behind  the  build¬ 
ings,  Call  said.  The  plaza  eventually  will  be  covered 
by  a  roof  and  will  be  climate  controlled. 

The  basement  floor  of  the  completed  shopping 
complex  will  have  space  for  50  shops,  he  said. 

The  complex  will  include  five  restaurants,  a  dis¬ 
co,  a  video  arcade,  shops  and  offices,  Mortensen 
said.  ’ 

He  said  Provo  City  has  already  appropriated  > 
funds  to  buy  land  for  a  multi-story  parking  terrace 
adjacent  to  the  shopping  complex. 

The  fourth  phase  of  the  restoration  proj  ect  prob¬ 
ably  won’t  be  completed  until  1984,  Call  said.  Phase 
four  will  involve  the  remodeling  of  the  Smoot  Drug 
Building  and  the  old  bank  building  on  the  northwest 
comer  of  University  Avenue  and  Center  Street.

When  the  University  Mall  opened  10  years  ago,  it 
immediately  became  a  prime  contender  with  down¬ 
town  Provo.  Now,  years  later,  the  merchants  in 
Provo  are  attempting  to  get  their  business  back. 

“The  businesses  are  putting  in  a  lot  of  money  to 
rebuild  and  create  a  new  spark  in  Provo.  There  are 
a  lot  of  hopes  with  the  new  hotel  —  we’re  very 
optimistic,”  said  Pat  Louder,  executive  secretary 
of  the  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  “There  are  businesses  that  moved  to  the  mall, 
but  there  are  some  faithful  shoppers  in  Provo,” 
Louder  said. 

Bill  Shriver,  owner  of  a  Provo  men’s  store,  said 
all  the  Provo  businesses  felt  the  effects  of  the  mall 
opening.  “Every  time  something  new  opens,  every¬ 
body  needs  to  try  it  out. 

“But  downtown  Provo  has  shown  real  develop¬ 
ment.  Now,  with  the  hotel  and  the  Knight  Block, 
people  will  shop  more  downtown,”  he  said. 

One  Provo  merchant  said  many  shoppers  go  to 
the  mall  because  parking  is  more  convenient. 
“Parking  is  a  lot  easier  at  the  mall.  People  can  only 
park  one  hour  on  the  Provo  streets,”  said  Bob  Hag¬ 
gerty,  manager  of  a  retail  store.  “This  drives  away 
customers.  It’s  a  big  problem  and  the  merchants 


“After  6  p.m.  all  the  businesses  close.  If  the 
downtown  Stores  were  open  until  9  p.m.,  people 
would  still  feel  safer  to  go  to  the  mall.” 


The  Provo  community  has  grown  by  4,214  people 
in  one  year,  Louder  said.  But  in  neighboring  Orem, 
the  population  growth  has  exploded.

Provo's  future 


'bursting  out' 
at  the  seams

There’s  no  place  like  Provo,  except  maybe  Los 
Angeles. 

At  least  that’s  what  some  of  Provo’s  developers 
are  saying.  And  they  may  not  be  too  far  off  base, 
either. 

The  future  holds  tremendous  promise  for  Provo 
in  growth  and  diversity,  according  to  Ron  Madsen, 
redevelopment  director  working  directly  under 
Provo  Mayor  Jim  Ferguson.  Madsen  said  Provo 
will  always  be  a  college  town  because  of  the  location 
of  BYU,  but  he  expects  to  see  many  things  happen¬ 
ing  in  downtown  Provo  that  will  diversify  and  add 
to  the  city’s  personality. 

Kevin  Mortensen,  leasing  agent  for  Provo  Town 
Square  Associates,  said  there  is  no  place  that  com¬ 
pares  to  Provo  in  terms  of  location.  Provo  is  30 
minutes  from  everything,  except  the  beach  of 
course,  he  said. 

But  what’s  in  store  for  Provo  within  the  next  five 
years? 

Some  developers  are  expecting  Utah  Valley  to 
blossom  in  much  the  same  way  the  Denver  area  did. 
There  is  room  for  new  business  and  new  industry 
and  there  is  always  room  for  diversity. 

Blocks  near  the  new  Excelsior  Hotel  will  receive 
drastic  facelifts,  and  a  12-story  office  tower  and  a 
parking  terrace  are  planned  next  to  the  hotel  on 
Center  Street. 

Plans  for  the  tower  are  still  in  the  early  stages, 
Madsen  said,  but  the  city  intends  to  build  there. 
The  office  tower  will  be  privately  funded,  he  said. 

According  to  Mortensen,  the  mayor  is  pushing 
for  a  mall  that  would  cover  a  six-block  area  from  500 
West  to  200  West  and  Center  Street  to  200  North. 
The  slowed  economy  seems  to  be  the  culprit  in  the 
delay  of  construction  of  the  mall. 

Madsen,  who  oversees  the  mall  building  project, 
said  with  the  economy  showing  signs  of  improve¬ 
ment,  actual  progress  on  the  job  may  begin  soon. 
Money  for  the  new  mall  will  come  from  a  variety  of 
sources,  he  said,  both  private  and  public.

Orem  explodes 

“From  1970  to  1980,  there  has  been  103-percent 
growth.  Orem  is  a  good  community  that  is  progres¬ 
sing  rapidly,”  said  Shauna  Robinson,  executive 
assistant  at  the  Orem  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

“Building  the  mall  in  the  community  was  the 
greatest  step  Orem  ever  took.  It  has  made  Orem 
the  hub  of  Utah  County.” 

When  the  University  Mall  opened  April  4,  1973, 
most  Provo  merchants  felt  the  impact,  said  Leland 
Gamette,  executive  assistant  to  Mayor  James  Fer¬ 
guson. 

“Initially,  the  mall  had  an  effect  on  Provo,  but  • 
you  can’t  add  that  much  retail  in  any  city  (Orem) 
and  not  have  an  effect.”  Gamette  said. 

“The  mall  was  proposed  for  downtown  Provo, 
but  it  is  much  cheaper  to  take  an  orchard  and  make 
it  into  a  mall  than  to  buy  land  that  already  has 
buildings  on  it. 

“In  1971,  when  the  mall  was  in  its  planning 
stages,  land  in  Orem  sold  for  14  cents  per  square 
foot,  compared  to  $6.25  per  square  foot  in  Provo.” 

Mall  to  Orem 

“Land  was  more  reasonable  in  Orem  than  in  Pro¬ 
vo.  In  Provo,  they  (the  developers)  would  try  to 
buy  the  land  and  then  tear  down  the  buildings.  In 
Orem,  it  was  vacant  land.  So,  they  (the  developers) 
moved  west  where  land  was  cheaper,”  said  former 
Provo  Mayor  Verl  Dixon. 

“Where  the  mall  is  built  is  the  exact  population 
center  of  Utah  County,”  said  Dixon,  who  was 
mayor  from  1960  to  1973. 

“There  are  two  malls  downtown  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  They  are  there  because  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  cooperated,”  Dixon

“There  was  no  agency  like  that  here.  One  man 
wanted  to  cover  Center  Street.  But  some  of  the 
buildings  were  old,  and  for  fire  insurance  purposes, 
the  whole  idea  was  abandoned.  Downtown  malls 
are  difficult  to  get  underway.” 

Dixon  added,  however,  that  there  are  no  “ill  feel¬ 
ings”  between  Provo  and  Orem.

more  than  300  Polynesians  from  all  over  Utah  and 
the  south-sea  islands  gathered  to  honor  their  dead 
who  made  their  home  in  the  desert  of  Utah. 

The  hot  desert  air  hummed  with  gnats  and 
sounds  of  conch  shells  beat  out  rhythmic  patterns 
that  signaled  the  beginning  of  the  night’s  entertain¬ 
ment. 

Young  girls  in  grass  skirts  and  colorful  leis  swat¬ 
ted  at  gnats  as  they  stood  by  their  tent  waiting  for 
their  cue  to  come  out.  The  Aloha  chant  was  sounded 
and  Polynesian  mothers  and  fathers  gathered  their 
children  in  a  large  semicircle  around  the  makeshift 
stage  of  two  throw-down  carpets  used  to  protect 
the  dancers’  feet  from  thistles  and  cactus. 

What  force  would  draw  a  person  from  the  islands 
of  the  South  Pacific  to  the  deserts  of  Utah?  The 
“Aina”  or  the  land  itself,  answered  Bill  Wallace,  a 
third-year  law  student  from  Laie,  Hawaii. 

“Aina  produced  the  resources  our  ancestors 
needed.  We  come  back  now  once  a  year  as  a  spir-

itual  retreat,”  he  said. 

At  the  base  of  the  west  side  of  the  Stansbury 
mountains,  still  glistening  with  snow,  Wallace 
pointed  near  the  old  cemetery  filled  with  wooden 
and  stone  markers  intermingled  amoung  clumps  of 
grass  and  sand.  “This  is  our  roots  for  Utah.  My 
grandparents  were  here.  It’s  a  very  special  place 
for  us,”  he  said. 

Early  Hawaiian  converts  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  desirous  to  come  to 
Utah  to  be  close  to  the  Salt  Lake  Temple,  left  their 
Hawaiian  homes  to  settle  in  Skull  Valley. 

A  committee  of  six,  three  whites  and  three 
Polynesians,  was  chosen  by  the  First  Presidency  of 
the  LDS  Church  to  find  suitable  land  for  the  tiny 
Polynesian  colony.  “The  committee  came  up  with 
several  options  but  unanimously  decided  on  the 
Iosepa  area,”  Atkin  said.  Here  the  colony  of  some 
226  Hawaiians  built  their  homes,  carved  wide, 
straight  streets,  complete  with  fire  hydrants,  and 
constructed  an  LDS  chapel  and  a  school  house.  One 
year  the  community  won  the  state  “clean-town” 
award.  Every  Aug.  28  (their  Pioneer  Day),  there 
was  always  a  celebration  with  Hawaiian  songs  and 
feasts  of  “poi”  and  roasted  young  pig. 

Iosepa  survived  until  1916,  when  the  LDS 
Church  announced  plans  to  build  the  Hawaiian 
Temple.  Soon  after,  town  sites  were  sold  and  pas¬ 
sages  secured  for  the  townspeople’s  return  to 
Hawaii. 

Today,  all  that  remains  of  Iosepa  is  a  few  rusty 
fire  hydrants  poking  through  the  desert  floor,  the 
foundation  of  the  LDS  chapel  and  an  isolated 
cemetery  where  lies  some  76  of  their  dead.

Before  Friday  night,  things  were 
looking  good  for  the  BYU  baseball 
team. 

They  had  captured  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  title,  they  were 
ranked  No.  2  in  the  national  polls,  and 
they  were  featured  in  the  upcoming 
issue  of  Sports  Illustrated  as  the  team 
to  beat  at  the  College  World  Series  in 
Omaha,  Neb. 

And  Friday  night  didn’t  start  out 
too  bad  for  the  Cougars,  who  were 
facing  Arizona  State  in  the  first  round 
of  the  NCAA  West  II  regional 
tournament  in  Tempe,  Ariz.  In  fact, 
BYU,  the  top-seeded  team  in  the 
tournament,  leaped  to  an  8-0  lead. 

But  by  Saturday  night,  the 
Cougars’  season  had  been  termin¬ 
ated.  BYU  was  ousted  after  two 
quick  regional  losses  —  a  19-11  drub¬ 
bing  at  the  hands  of  ASU  Friday 
night,  and  an  embarrassing  13-6 
thrashing  by  Fresno  State  in  the  los¬ 
ers’  bracket  Saturday. 

BYU  quickly  silenced  the  Sun  De¬ 
vils’  home  crowd  at  Packard  Stadium 
Friday  as  the  Cougars  jumped  to  a  8-0 
second-inning  lead,  chasing  two  ASU 
pitchers. 

Wally  Joyner  and  Eric  Varoz  drove 
in  two  BYU  runs  in  the  first  inning, 
while  a  double  by  Rob  Ray  and  a  sac¬ 
rifice  fly  by  Mark  Inouye  accounted 
for  three  more  runs  in  the  second.  In 
the  same  inning,  two  Cougar  home 


runs  —  a  solo  blast  by  Joyner  and  a 
two-run  smash  by  Varoz  —  stretched 
the  BYU  lead  to  8-0. 

But  ASU  cut  the  deficit  to  three  as 
Barry  Bonds,  son  of  former  major 
league  superstar  Bobby  Bonds, 
clouted  a  three-run  roundtripper  over 
the  massive  centerfield  wall  well  over 
400  feet  from  home  plate.  The  Sun 
Devils  scored  two  additional  runs  in 
the  bottom  of  the  second. 

Both  teams  traded  opportunities  to 
light  up  the  scoreboard  during  the 
next  two  innings.  At  the  end  of  three 
innings,  BYU  led  9-8,  and  increased 
the  margin  to  11-9  after  four  full  in¬ 
nings. 

But  the  real  fireworks  began  in  the 
second  half  of  the  game  ,  when  ASU 
jumped  on  relievers  Rick  Aguilera 
and  Mark  Beavers  for  10  runs.  The 
Sun  Devils  scored  four  runs  in  the 
fifth,  five  in  the  sixth,  and  one  in  the 
seventh,  while  holding  the  Cougars 
scoreless  after  the  fourth  inning. 

BYU’s  woes  continued  Saturday  as 
the  Cougars  committed  six  errors  and 
left  nine  base  runners  stranded.  In 
addition,  pitcher  Scott  Nielsen’s  con¬ 
secutive  career  win  streak  was  stop¬ 
ped  at  26  victories  as  he  was  handed 
the  13-6  loss  against  Fresno  State. 

BYU  was  behind  7-0  in  the  second 
inning  before  Jim  Mecate  put  the 
Cougars  on  the  scoreboard  with  a 
two-run  homer.

The  paramedics  ride  with  Fire  Department 
ambulances  to  all  emergency  calls  and  are  trained 
to  handle  any  kind  of  medical  emergency. 

“We’re  an  extension  of  the  hospital  emergency 
room,”  paramedic  Jerry  Jolley  said.  “We  bring  the 
emergency  room  to  the  patient,  instead  of  bringing 
the  patient  to  the  emergency  room.” 

Paramedics  must  receive  more  than  1000  hours 
of  instruction  and  training  in  advanced  first  aid 
before  they  are  certified  by  the  state,  Jolley  said. 

Paramedic  candidates  are  regular  Provo  City 
firefighters  recommended  for  paramedic  training 
by  their  superiors  and  other  paramedics. 

The  candidates  attend  a  three-month  paramedic 
training  program  at  Weber  State  College  in  Ogden. 
“We  live  in  the  dorms  and  go  to  class  eight  hours  a 
day,”  Jolley  said. 

Paramedic  trainees  then  spend  an  additional 
three  months  in  clinical  training,  assisting  doctors 
with  patients  and  accompanying  Salt  Lake  County 
paramedics  on  emergency  calls. 

Only  after  completing  this  six-month  training 
period  are  the  trainees  certified  to  be  paramedics, 
he  said. 

When  responding  to  an  emergency  call,  the  para¬ 
medics  work  directly  with  a  doctor  in  the  emergen¬ 
cy  room  of  a  local  hospital,  Jolley  said.  To  do  this  the 
paramedics  use  a  high  frequency  radio  called  a 
telammetry. 

“We  use  the  telammetry  to  transmit  the  patient’s 
electrocardiogram  directly  to  the  physician,”  said 
Jolley.  The  doctor  then  uses  the  EKG  and  the  para¬ 
medic’s  description  of  a  patient’s  symptoms  to 
make  a  diagnosis  and  prescribe  treatment. 

Currently,  16  of  Provo’s  60  firefighters  are 
trained  as  paramedics.  “We  work  as  firefighters 
first,  but  we’re  trained  as  paramedics,”  he  said. 

The  paramedics  follow  the  same  work  schedule 
as  the  other  firefighters.  They  are  on  duty  for  24 
hours,  then  off  for  the  next  48  hours. 

All  firefighters,  including  the  paramedics,  spend

'Jedi'  film 
sets  record; 
$6  million

LOS  ANGELES 
(AP)  —  “Return  of  the 
Jedi”  took  in  a  gross  of 
$6,219,629  on  its  open¬ 
ing  day,  toppling  all  pre¬ 
vious  one-day  or  open¬ 
ing-day  box  office  re¬ 
cords,  20th  Century- 
Fox  announced 
Thursday. 

The  new  movie,  the 
third  in  the  “Star  Wars” 
trilogy  from  Lucasfilm 
Ltd.,  opened  Wednes¬ 
day  on  1,002  screens. 
“What  makes  these  fi¬ 
gures  all  the  more  re¬ 
markable  is  that  they 
were  achieved  on  a 
Wednesday,  whereas 
previous  single-day  re¬ 
cords  were  established 
on  Saturday,”  said  Tho¬ 
mas  Sherak,  a  20th  Cen¬ 
tury-Fox  spokesman.

The  Children’s  Miracle  Network 
Telethon,  produced  locally  and  broad¬ 
cast  nationwide,  earned  more  than  $4 
million  to  help  children’s  hospitals 
throughout  the  country. 

The  Osmond  Foundation,  founded 
to  help  deaf  children,  joined  hands 
with  numerous  children’s  hospitals  in 
the  telethon  to  help  them  raise 
needed  funds,  said  Diane  Passarelli, 
director  of  communications  for  the 
Osmond  Foundation. 

“The  key  to  this  is  that  all  of  the 
money  brought  in  will  stay  in  the 
city,”  said  Bonnie  Kirigien,  a  member 
of  the  board  of  directors  for  the 
Osmond  Foundation. 

Children’s  hospitals  in  30  cities 
throughout  the  country  worked  with 
the  television  stations  carrying  the 
telethon  to  broadcast  it  to  the  local 
community,  said  Passarelli. 

In  Utah,  $236,507  was  earned  for 
the  Primary  Children’s  Medical  Cen¬ 
ter,  she  said.  “We  did  not  have  any 
expectations  on  how  much  we  would 
earn  since  this  was  a  first,  but  we  are 
happy  —  very  happy  —  with  the  re¬ 
sults.” 

The  telethon  introduced  some  firsts 
in  the  benefit-show  industry.  Bill 
Critchfield,  president  of  Osmond  En¬ 
tertainment,  said  all  the  talent  and 
production  time  for  the  telethon  was 
donated.  Other  telethons  have  to  pay 
those  who  produce  and  sometimes 
those  who  perform  in  the  telethon,  he ' 


All  production  costs  for  the  tele¬ 
thon  amounted  to  $150,000,  said  Pas¬ 
sarelli.  “Some  of  the  telethons  spend 
millions  of  dollars,  so  $150,000  is  a 
drop  in  the  bucket.” 

Another  first  with  the  telethon  was 
the  local  aspect  of  the  show.  “In  any 
other  telethon,  you  see  a  phone  num¬ 
ber  on  the  screen  and  you  give  money 
to  Chicago  and  you’re  living  in 


Phoenix,”  Critchfield  said. 

“Dukes  of  Hazzard”  star  John 
Schneider,  who  co-hosted  the  show, 
also  attributed  its  uniqueness  to  the 
local  aspect.  “This  is  the  only  telethon 
where  you  never  have  to  worry  about 
where  your  money  is  going,”  he  said. 

Those  calling  in  Utah  were  donat¬ 
ing  directly  to  the  Primary  Children’s 
Medical  Center  in  Salt  Lake. 

International 

The  telethon  is  the  first  interna¬ 
tional  telethon  ever.  Hospitals  in 
Jerusalem  and  London  were  involved 
in  this  year’s  drive,  Critchfield  said. 
Next  year  the  telethon  will  have  par¬ 
ticipating  hospitals  from  Europe  and 
Australia. 

The  underwriter  for  most  of  the 
production  costs  in  this  year’s  tele¬ 
thon  was  Ohio-based  Duffs  Famous 
Smorgasbord.  The  restaurant  chain 
had  been  looking  for  some  charitable 
organization  to  associate  itself  with, 
said  president  Brett  Hutchens.  “We 
looked  at  other  telethons,  but  settled 
on  this  one.” 

Donations  from  national  corpora¬ 
tions  were  applied  against  production 
costs  to  allow  the  money  earned  by 
the  telethon  to  be  used  by  the  hospit¬ 
als,  said  Kirigien. 

Demand 

“We  had  a  good  response  from  the 
corporations,  but  next  year  we  will 
have  to  double  the  number  involved,” 
said  Ron  Clark,  press  secretary  for 
the  Osmonds.  There  has  been  such  a 
demand  for  the  telethon  broadcast 
this  year  the  television  markets  will 
be  doubled  for  next  year,  he  said. 

Many  people  from  the  local  com¬ 
munity,  including  BYU  students, 
donated  time  to  help  in  producing  the 
show.  “More  than  500  volunteers  don¬ 
ated  time,”  said  Clark. 

Whether  the  telethon  will  set  a  pre¬ 
cedent  for  lower  cost  production  of 
telethons  is  still  unknown.  “It’s  up  to 
them  if  they  want  to  follow  suit,”  said 
Schneider.

“The  Admirable  Crichton,”  a  comic 
satire  written  by  James  M.  Barrie 
that  tests  some  of  the  long-time  be¬ 
liefs  that  exist  within  a  British  aris¬ 
tocratic  society,  will  open  Thursday 
in  the  Pardoe  Drama  Theater  HFAC. 

The  show  is  directed  by  Jean  R. 
'Jenkins,  a  professor  of  theater  and 
cinematic  arts.  “I’ve  been  in  love  with 
the  play  since  I  started  reading 
plays,”  Jenkins  said. 

The  central  character  in  the  show  is 
the  ideal  of  a  British  butler.  “I  have  a 
crush  on  Crichton,”  she  said.  “He  be¬ 
lieves  in  himself  and  his  capabilities.” 

The  action  of  the  play  begins  in  En¬ 
gland,  where  Crichton  is  butler  to  the 
inherently  wealthy  Lord  Loam.  The 
main  conflict  is  the  struggle  between 
Loam  and  Crichton.  Loam  believes 
that  all  men  are  created  equal.  Crich¬ 
ton  holds  the  belief  that  all  men  are 
not  created  equal.  “There  is  always  a 
leader  and  always  a  follower.  It’s 
natural,”  Jenkins  said. 

Nature  takes  its  course  as  the  fami¬ 
ly,  servants  and  friends  are  ship¬ 
wrecked  on  a  deserted  island.  Loam’s 
theory  is  proved  wrong  as  the  roles 
are  changed  and  Crichton  takes  over 
as  leader.  The  willing  subservience  of 
the  former  aristocrats  makes  for 
some  hilarious  situations,  she  said. 

Things  are  further  complicated 
when  the  group  is  rescued  and  taken 
back  to  England. 

Barrie  stereotypes  the  characters 
and  then  proceeds  to  twist  the  knife, 
Jenkins  said.  “The  show  provides  a 
good  opportunity  for  actors  because 
they  change  characters  so  com¬ 
pletely.” 

Crichton  is  an  important  role,  Jenk¬ 
ins  said.  He  is  referred  to  as  the  “beau 
ideal”  of  an  English  butler  and  should 


be  nice  looking,  have  a  nice  physique 
and  a  nice  voice.  “I  was  pleased  to  find 
an  actor  that  fit  all  the  requirements.” 

“The  show  is  Barrie’s  comedic  mas¬ 
terpiece,”  Jenkins  said,  adding  that  it 
is  better  to  enjoy  Barrie  rather  than 
analyze  him.  “Just  yield  to  him  and 
you  can  understand  him.” 

Robert  L.  Larsen  will  portray 
Crichton  in  the  play.  Lord  Loam  will 
be  played  by  John  Edward  ClaTk. 

The  show  will  continue  through 
June  18,  with  a  matinee  June  13  at 
4:30  p.m.  and  a  1  p.m.  matinee  June 
18.

Two  shows 
scheduled 
for  'Patches' 


The  Young  Company  will  present 
two  performances  of  “Patches  of  Oz,” 
a  family  musical  version  of  the  Frank 
Baum  novel,  Friday  and  Saturday  at 
8  p.m.  in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall 
HFAC. 

Following  the  two-day  local  run, 
director  Harold  Oaks  and  the  20- 
member  student  company  will  per¬ 
form  in  Las  Vegas,  Nev.  before  going 
to  Europe  for  a  two-week  perform¬ 
ance  tour  of  children’s  theater  festiv¬ 
als  in  Austria  and  Yugoslavia.
